Page 28, І think that in the middle of the fourth line there 
should be a citation to: Егіс Р, Newman, "A Recently 
Discovered Coin Solves a Vermont Numismatic Enigma"

The date 1791 is ап error which you know about. 


The reason why there was a decline in the acceptance 
value of copper coins was due to State copper coin- 
age as well as counterfeiters.

Don Тахау has established himself ав а scholarly and 
courageous author by the publication of his first book. He has 
absorbed, organized, and acknowledged the research and data 
previously assembled by others, both published and unpublished, 
and then added many findings of his own. 

Timing with respect to writing on any subject is of 
major importance. The numismatie public was in 1963 particularly 
ready to accept a compilation of data on false and questionable 
United States coins because of the recent debacle caused by the 
introduction of a new group of reproductions and fakes. Modern 
reproduction methods, like atomic fission, are useable either for 
proper applications or for destruction; and the selection of 
numismatios for such use was in the latter category. The author 
reinforced his careful exposure of modern forgeries and forgery 
methods with the prior activities of а similar nature, since the 
former subject would not have been ав effectively presented if 
past devilment had not been given equal time. 

It is human nature that few collectors or dealers can 
gracefully accept an undermining of items they own ог which their 


customers may own, Many prefer to have prejudicial factors remain

in doubt or às rumors. Many feel that the loss of confidence in 
the genuineness of some coins results in a lack of confidence 

in the status and value of others; yet, the opposite is actually 
true, À sincere appreciation of coins comes through а full dis- 
Closure of facts and this book holds nothing back. 

Don Тахау із а full time professional nuni sua tist. When 
one's livelihood is derived from the business of dealing in coins 
it requires courage to expose sordid background, If dealers or 
collectors who may already have been familiar with some of what 
was exposed for the first time in the book would ask themselves 
"Why didn’t I левл in writing what I have known" the contri- 
bution of Don Taxay will be more appreciated, 

The background of the 1913 Liberty Head nickel was both 
new and welcome, The fact that eateloguers omitted listing this 
coin or reluctantly included it did not satisfy the craving of 
numismatists for its mysterious background. It would not have 
been enough to point out that such nickels were subject to early 
deceptive advertising, but the book shows that their first owner 
was а Mint employe and that the official records show no authori- 
gation for their coinage. 

The many portions of the book which are devoted to 
bonafide private money and tokens may seem out of place to some 


but they do help to show the distinction between natural and

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unnatural mintage. The explanation of the nature of die defects 
and striking errors is helpful in educating one to distinguish 
then from purposeful errors and alterations, 

I hope that the continued popularity of the book will 
require a revised edition where more citations will be added 
and which will include amendments and corrections which readers 
вап always make to any book, 1% +a anusing, however, in а Боок 
оп counterfeiting that there is an illustration of a supposedly 
genuine English halfpenoe whi eh 4 311% із that of & counter- 
feit, (page 25).

There is а similar item in the New 
York Gazette and Weekly Mercury on July 1, 1776 and I hope 
you will be able to locate it, The quotations I have merely 
relate to the shortage of copper money and do not indicate 
what goes before or after, 


My son has assured me that on April 7 he will 
look up the item which he is supposed to be the researcher 
on, I think 1111 fire him for neglect. 


The words "American Congress" merely indicate, 
in my mind, that the American Congress authorized the issue 
and that it can be paper money as well as coinage. 


As to the rolling apparatus, there is no de- 
soription of operations, merely а designation of the names 
of the parts.

Will you be so kind as to assist me with a problem’ I am currently 
doing some research in unauthorized strikings in our country, but there гешаіп а 
few loose ends which I have not been able to complete for lack of knowledge. 


First, I have been trying to trace the role of William Buel in 
the Newourgh project. І understand that Buel fled New Haven (in 1786*) bringing 
with him to Vermont the Auctori dies and some also for the fugio cents; also, that 
in the next year Reuben Harmon joined the Newburgh Firm whose activities were 
considered illicit. I should like to think that Buel accompanied him, or at least 
that he was responsible for the dies of the counterfeit British half pence of 
1787 and 1788 which I assume were used in Newburgh. Is this correct: 


Not long ago one of the gentlemen at the Ms told ше that the 
English fabrications which have been attributed by Crosby and others аз the 
"Birmingham Coppers" which we read so much about, are not these at all, but 
were actually brought over here in the latter half of the 19th century by 
unscrupulous dealers. І was sceptical and asked John Ford who said that he had 
never heard of such & thing. This same gentleman at the ANS also refuted what 
I had read in Bartlett's Dictionary of Americanisms - that the term Bungtown was 


another name for а locality in Rehoboth, Mass. where, according to the lexicog- 


rapher, the spurious half pence originated. Are both of these sources false, or 
is it my learned informant: whoiis 90? 


: If you will permit me one further question: Can you tell me 
whether or not the San Francisco Mint half dollars of 1866 (without In 60d ve Trust) were 
struck before or after the authorization of that motto’ І understand that the 
unique quarter, half dollar and two silver dollars, without motto, struck in 
Philadelphia during that year are considered as "favor pieces". But I am not 
clear as to whether this is simply owing to their uniqueness or also to their 
lack of motto. I know they can't be transitional pattern pieces 45 listed by Judd 
since they represent an old type rather than anything new. Т have been unable 
to learn anything regarding their history prior to their acquisition by Woodin. 


I hope that I am not overtaxing you with this request. From all I can gather 
you are very busy. Іп any case you may be consoled by the fact that I shall 
eagerly await your reply &nd receive it with much gratitude.

The origin 
of the word "Bungtown" will be a tremendous chapter in my book 
and its present meaning has nothing to do with what it originally 
meant. It is very disillusioning to read books which are in 
error. 


The subject you have picked would require you to go into all 
counterfeit items made in America and Kenneth Scott has listed 
many of them in his monographs for A.N.S., and otherwise. The 
entire period between 1776 and the establishment of the United 
States Mint is full of further counterfeiting of coins. 


As far as the patterns of 1866 without motto are concerned,these 
were just patterns made at the Mint out of dies which were avail- 
able and were probably secreted by some mint employes.

Copper Coin made of bad metal, or wanting in weight, is to be total.y suppressed, 
and that the rest is to pass а% the rate of 15 for ап eighth part of a dollar. 
And if it shall appear that there is not а sufficiency for common use, that it 
will be all called in, and а new impression struck of Continental Copper Coin, 
of а larger size; twelve of which is to pass for ап eizhth of а dollar, after which 
no other Coppers are to pass current." 


This appeared in New York рарегз between the last few days of June 
and the first о? July. In one paper there was the following addition: "(Mr. 
Holt's Journal)" . Holt's Journal is the New York Journal or the Dailey Advertiser, 
but this issue was not available, not that it makes much difference. The article 
also appears immediately Ъпегез ter in Philadelphia papers. Its source, however, 
was definitely N.Y. Please do not forward this information, for any purpose, to 
other persons. If you want a photocopy, I can have one made for you from the N.Y. 
Historical. 


JIF says you think I have gone “overboard” on the Continental coin 
problem. If this is true І would appreciate your criticisms on the subject. You 
may be quite right. Last night when I read the section over, it suddenly seemed 
to me to be too contrived, to contain too man “If's". I have a feeling that your 
son Andrew will not be able to locate the article, and that,if it exists, it has 
a later date. For it may be that the Continental coins were struck after the Feb. 
20 Ordinance; this would make a nice, neat package and more readily explain the 
proximity of the weight of the brass pieces to that prescribed. 


Here is something interesting. You know that Snowden crecits Gilbert 
Stuart with the change of design in 1795, mm because of direct statements made 
to him by members of De Saussure's family. In 1942, Bullova tried to discredit 
the story on the mere ground that no biographer of Stuart hac mentioned the fact. 
Intrigued, I геа? a biographical sketch of Stuart and learned that he moved to 
Philadelphia in 1794 and left in 1796, and while there, made his mark as a 
painter of female portraits. I next went to the Library and began browsing 
through plates of Stuart's work. About half way through І ran across a portrait, 
which, though of 3/4 view, bore a startling resemblance to the design. 1 then 
turned to the text but was disappointed to learn that it had been painted in 
London in 1784. However, I then saw that Stuart had painted another picture of 
this same woman in 1795, in Philadelphia, though the plate was not included. 
The woman, incidentally, was Mrs. William Bingham, a famous Philadelphia beauty 
who was a friend of Washington, Jefferson and others. The picture is owned оу 
a man in Boston, and I will see if I cannot get a print of it.

I have just gotten around to studying the blueprint of the Mint. It is the first 
Mint, although the plans have been modified by Director Moore to show the proposed 
changes. The office building and the coinage building have been joined together. 
If you draw а line through А about 1/8" beyond the intersection then you will see 
where the coinage building ended in actual fact. I had also gotten а copy from 
the Assay Office, but in neither that one or in the print you sent am I able to 
distinguish the middle word in room D, i.e. "cleaning, ...uning and drying." 

Can you make out this word on your photocopy? What із particularly interesting 
is the fact that Moore was still contemplating rebuilding on the same site when 
Congress had purchased another site a year earlier. 


If you can, read а copy of William Smith's Memoirs 1776-78, edited by William 
Sabine. It is not a regularly printed book but I think multilithed for a limited 
distribution. 1% was gotten up in 1958 and I perused а сору at the New York 
Historical Society. Smith knew many members of the Continental Congress and 
makes many interesting comments regarding the Continental paper currency. Of 
course, there was no mention of the Continental currency coinagel 


I am informed that you at one time carefully examined the coin drawings from the 
Nagy collection which are now under lock and key at the Smithsonian. If this is 
true, can you give me an idea of what these consisted of? Also, would you care to 
lend me prints of the Fugio pattern coinage for use in my mint book? 


While looking through the New York Supreme Court minute books I found reference 
to litigation between many of our friends from the 1780-90 period, including 
John Bailey and Matthias Ogden but did not have the opportunity at the time to 
hunt down the cases. I shall do so next time and let you know if there is 
anything of interest to you. 


When will you next be in New York? I owe you a lunch and we have much to talk 
about.

It was impossible to talk freely to you when you called, as Mr. Buttrey 
(formerly the Yale Curator) was in the office. He has been helping Stillman 
with his book on the Fugio cents. 

А few months ago I told you I wss not going to do much оп the patterns. 
However, since that time I came across the Woodside catalogue and other pertinent 
materisl which somewhat changed the complexion of things. I did not mention the 
fact as I inferred, after finding all the Boulton-Jarvis material, that you 
intended for us each to go our separate ways оп the subject. 

I do not know whether Buel or Droz made the pattern dies tho I am in 
the process ef having enlargements made of all the Pugio dies in order to 
check letter, numeral and ornament punches. From а theoretical stendpoint, the 
Droz attribution is not ав absurd ss it sounds. Jarvis! only hope was to convince 
Congress to devaluate his 157.5 cents and to coin Federal coppers at а higher 
standard. This being the case, new designs would be required. I have also written 
to Mrs. Harley, inquiring whether she has any account books or work books cf 
Boulton which would throw light on the problem. 

You want to know what I am doing, and since we are friends and have 
always levelled with each other, I will tell you fully and without reserve. Very 
shortly my galleys will be Rimiskx ready, except for the section on Ше restrikes 
which I am working around and leaving until the last possible moment. My book 15 
їхх scheduled for early Spring publication. 

For two years, with the assiduity of one possessed, I have devoted 
myself to the mint book; жіхіне this at the expense of my health, eye-sight and 
pocketbook. Тре more I wrote, the more I realized the neccessity of absolute 
comprehensiveness. The Boulton material presented, in this respect, the finishing 
touch, filling in lacunae not only in the Jarvis chapter, but elsewhere as well. 
For this reason, and for the further reasons that 1) I eame by the material 
honestly and 2) I had originally gotten you on to the Boulton library, I felt 
te obliged to use all the correspondances in x my possession.

"On one (or more?) of the Continentals, the wreath is wholly or partially off 
at the bottom, and when this occurs the beaded border around the upper face 

is also off in the same place, and is to be seen on the edge, as half beads 
and crescents." I think that this is opposite to what I told you yesterday, 
but it boils down to the same thing, that the edge and face were apparently 
applied on these coins at the same time. I think that I shall have to go up 
to Washington in a few weeks, and if you like I can stop off at JHU and take a 
good look at these pieces. 


Regarding the mint MS., which probably hastened your Sleep en route to St. 
Louis, please note the following: 1. References not particularly cited are 
from the JCC, and in the next section from the Annals of Congress. These and 
a couple of other large sources will be mentioned in the introduction. 2. On 
galley seven, ignore the first line after the three stars. It is а remnant of 
an old error which I forgot to remove. 3. Galley nine first paragraph should 
read "On August 8, Congress fixed the unit at 375.64 grains pure silver, etc." 
Ah. Galley nineteen second paragraph beneath the three stars should read "Оп 
April 25, 1791 Jefferson, etc." There are а few other things which I picked up 
last night that were minor, so I do not call them to your attention. I will 
send the next section іп MS. form, in а few days.

Your letter of the 3lst and comments gáve me a great deal of satisfaction, 

and I will certainly give full attention to your "scribbling." However, 

I want to ask you about two things. First, you say that twelve coppers for 

a Spanish bit is New York exchange. А bit being equal to а shilling in New 
York, and a shilling being equal to fourteen coppers, wouldn't а bit also 

be equal to fourteen coppers rather than to twelve as proposed by the Holt ts 
Journal article? Secondly, you say that it is not true that the majority of 
Portuguese, Spanish and English gold coins circulating towards the end of 

the war had been cut into fractions and passed as halves, quarters and eights. 
I got this information out of а book called, I think, Travels Through America 
by Chastelleux written in 1784. I am quoting the name and date by memory as I 
cannot at the moment locate my particular notes on the subject. Have you seen 
this work and do you have definite information to the contrary? 


The needles, you must admit, are so blunt as not to be recognizable by anyone 
but yourself. І am delighted that you are delighted with the Franklin citation. 
Incidentally, how did you like my nifty little anecdote about Franklin cheating 
the British out of their boundary lines? Franklin said that this act would be 
regarded as the best aet he had ever done for his country, but I have never 
found it mentioned in any of his biographies. 


I am enclosing the next section of the book which is even bigger, and I hope 
better than the first. My gratitude to you for your interest in the work 
runs deep.

The most sur- 
prising piece of knowledge I received from the book is that I 
did not know that Congress set a standard for the State coinages 
to circulate and I certainly am going to read that from the 
original.

Starting with last things first, I believe I һауе seen the 1859 Mint circular 
referring to the formation of the Washington cabinet. Charlie McSorley 
showed it to me about two years ago before he sold it. Perhaps І сап find 
out from him its present location. I do not remember seeing а сору in the 
Mint archives. My own idea on Ned's circular was that the subsidiary coins 
were valued at face value, and the silver dollar at $1. 03; also, that the set 
included one of the transitional half dismes. I believe this is the correct 
explanation though Ned has just written me that he is accepting another, 
apparently that expressed in your recent letter to him. 


I have been hoping you would find a reason to come to New York, and if you 
cannot think of a better one, make it to see me. Seriously, I look forward 
to your visit and hope you will put aside sufficient time for us to lunch to- 
gether and have some good talk. Icertainly appreciate the help you are giving 
me on the Mint manuscript, and I hope to be able to send you the third quarter 
within a fortnight. Anent, I һауе a few items to discuss with you: 1) I spent 
part of last week in Washington, during which time I had the opportunity to 
read Jefferson's houshold account book. It seems that the 1792 half dismes 
were struck as early as July 13, and only in the amount of 1500 coins. This 
intriguing bit of information will no doubt cost me at least $10. 00 in author's 
alterations, but I think you will agree it is worth it. 2) How I managed to 
write May 21, 1776 for the AJN citation on the Continental dollar is a great 
mystery. I meant December 21, but the AJN is still in error as the correct 
date is December 24. Incidentally, I discovered that of all places, the New 
York Historical Society has the London Chronicle complete for that year. 
After you consulted your newspaper guide, it apparently never occurred to 
me to inquire with them. 3) You have put a question mark on my brief foot- 
note summary of the relative market value of gold to silver during ancient 
and medieval times. I had said that up to the 16th century the ratio ranged 
between 10 and 12:1, but that with the discovery of the Potosi silver mines 
the proportion widened. I wonder what the question mark means. 4) Iam 
still not quite certain how we stand with the "12 coppers for a Spanish bit."

По you ог don't you accept Ше possibility that this could Бе ап attempt to 
express decimal reckoning through the Spanish system of eighths? 5) I 
have said that the early Mint had to return to the depositor his exact metal, 
remelting rolling and cutting the scrap several times. You have added the 
word "theoretically." Why so? They actually had to do this, И demanded 

by the depositor. 6) Didn't the Mott tokens and/or any others circulate after 
1792? Also, Ithought we saw in some book (Eckfeldt and Dubois ?) that the 
state-franchised coppers circulated until about 1840. По you really think they 
were around until the law of 1857? 7) Ido mention the extension of the act 
giving legal tender to foreign gold and silver coins in the last chapter of sec- 
tion two. But a paragraph was omitted in the copy sent to you and, as a 
matter of fact, what you read and failed to notice was a run-on starting with 
these acts and ending with the acts extending the establishment of the Mint! 

I guess you were tired by the last chapter. 8) Can you please give me the 
location of John Willem's article on the Vaughan- Boudinot case, so that I 
can read and cite it as you suggest. 9) All I know about Eckfeldt's automatic 
feeding and ejecting mechanism is that he "invented" it right after Digges 
told Jefferson about Boulton's own press. І have no proof as to what moved 
up and down, and the whole thing is a great mystery to me. 10) The reason 
I am skeptical of the accuracy of the ASP Brasher citation, is that Ott's 
assay was made by order of the H.R. and not that of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. Moreover, if Brasher had checked Ott's results then his work 
would have been done in 1793 not 1792. Incidentally, Julian tells me that it 
was he who discovered the Brasher citation and sent it on to you. I wish you 
would have told me this as if I had credited the wrong person it would have 
been embarrassing. 11) Do youreally think that when Callender spoke of the 
"dirty pasteboard" he was referring to the paper money of the states issued 
from 1781 to 1788? Was this still circulating? I had thought that he meant 
the various denomination tickets, etc., issued by mayors and corporation 
officers. 12) Ray Williamson, not Walter Breen, was the first person to 
connect the Jefferson head cent with John Harper. Williamson's comments 
are acknowledged in the 1952 ANA convention sale a few years before Breen 
wrote his monograph. 


I throw out these comments not in the spirit of controversy, but only to elicit 
your own further remarks. Again let me thank you for devoting so much time 
to the work, and do please write me as soon as yaur thoughts on coming to 
New York have crystalized.

There is no reason to speculate so І have Suggested а change in 
your manuscript which avoids taking a position but which makes 
the Brasher participation sound, 


As to foreign gold coins circulating at the end of the 
war, I do not believe the comment in "Travels Through America", 
written іп 178), should be relied оп. This was interesting for 
the reader but not really true. I have never seen a gold coin 
cut up into fractions. Have you? 


The expression "12 coppers for a Spanish bit" could only 
be explained, as I seeit, due to the fact that Spanish bits were 
shortweight and were equivalent to 12 coppers instead of 1h which

Dear Don: 


My friend Peter Gaspar of Washington University joined me 
last night to examine the 1913 Quarter Eagle you forwarded which 
contains a grid mark in the upper righthand area of the reverse. We 
see nothing whatever to indicate the coin is not a normal strike 
except that the planchet before striking apparently had the grid design 
on a portion of it. Тһе grid design is flattened by the field of the 
reverse die and the incuse border lettering does not show any indica- 
tion that the grid was put on after the striking or existed in the 
die when the striking occurred. I£ the die had been cancelled by the 
use of the grid, we do not believe the lettering would have remained 
intact as ít appears to be. 


Neither of us can explain how the planchet acquired the 
grid, but such a thing could happen to the strip after rolling or to 
the planchet itself. Тһе crushed moons within the gríd could be a 
design on а nurl, but there is no reason to guess where the design 
came from. 


The coin is returned herewith, and we hope we have been 


helpful.
